3, Secretary Rusk recommended, and the President agreed, to post= 
pone the Presidant's press conference with the background explana- 
tion that Cuban opposition to acceptable inspection procedurés created 
a situation whic’! he did not wish to discuss publicly at this time, 


4. The President approved drait instructions to our UN Mission in 
New York which ipell out Cuban inspection procedures acceptable to 
us. The third phase of inspection covering procedures acceptable to 
us after the rerroval of the offensive weapons from Cuba will be dise 
cussed with the resident at a later meeting. 


5, The President direczed that reconnaissance missions be flown 
tomorrow unless significant progress is made in the U Thant-Castro 
discussions. H: agreed to informing the Soviets that Cuban opposition 
to procedures satisfactory to the Russians was causing us serious 
difficulties which might ca'l for a U.S. -USSR agreement on aerial 
reconnaissance, 1ather than UN arrangements, if Castro continues 
his opposition.

The Internation. Red Cross may be unwilling to proceed with adequate
